Khartoum should be abandoned, the] 
protection that was the support of loyal, 
tribes of the interior would have been, 
withdrawn, the supportingpowor would, 
have been overthrown, and the slave 
hunters would again be in the ascend- 
ant. The result would be immediate; 
those tribes which had been faithful to 
the Government would become the first! 
victims to those who had been against 
the Government; n general anarchy 
would ensue, and the loyal would be 
sacrilicod to the slave gangs which have 
been kept in subjection by the imperial 
forces. The slave trade would be re- 
newed with tenfold vigor, as no power 
would remain to curb the atrocities of) 
the traders. This deplorable situation 
would render impossible all future at- 
tempts at government, as the natives 
would havo lost all conlidence of sup- 
port; they would have seen that tho 
loyal had been sacrificed by the aban- 
donment of tho Government upon which 
[they hod depended 
for 
promotion, 


while those who had openly defied tho 
laws had triumphed by rebellion. All 
tho good results of the lost five-and- 
tweuty years of exploration and ener- 
getic action against the slave trade 
would have been entirely dissipated, 
torn! the end of the long struggle would 
liave yielded victory to the wrongdoers. 
Tho,work of sixty-four years since the 
•conquest of the Soudan by Mohomet 
AH Pasha would havo been utterly de- 
stroyed, and. tho Soudan would relapso 
into the frightful barbarism described 
by Bruco a uundrcd years ago. It is 
ridiculous to suppose that any Soudan 
races are capable of self-government. 
If we ref nse this to Ireland, how can we 
expect a better result from ignorant 
barbarians, who would extinguish all 
progress by a chronic inter-tribal strife? 
As local autonomy would bo impossible 
should Khartoum bo evacuated by tho 
Kgyptian forces, the Soudan, deprived 
oj its capital, would resolve into a polit- 
ical chaos, until some superior force 
should take advantage of the general 
disruption and restore order by military 
conquest. 
Abyssinia is dangerously 


situated as a hostile neighbor. 
From 


thefrontierat Gt'llubut the march would 
be a direct descent upon Khartoum by 
the River Knhnd and tho Bluo Nile, 
through a fertile country teeming with 
supplies. If Khartoum should bo aban- 
doned by tho imperative orders of the 
British 
Government, 
Egypt 
will 


become an easy prey to the iirst adven- 
turer. 
If I wcie a Frenchman I should 


not neglect the opportunity. French 
officers might assist tho King of Abys- 
sinia in the organization of his army for 
the conquest of Khartoum and the fer- 
tile Provinces of Senaar, Kadarif and 
Tali a. Khartoum and tho richest por- 
tions of Africa would be annexed to 
Abyssinia. French 
influence would 


procure concessions of land to various 
officers in reward for their military 
services. By degrees, the ;embryp of n 
French settlement would bo established, 
and, in less timo than many people 
would believe, wa shonld discover a 
rival colony llrmly rooted at Khartoum.

An Alaska Glacier.' 


A correspondent of the Pittsburgh 


Dispatch, writing from Glacier Bay, 
Alaska, thus describes Muir Glacier : 
"On August 9 we wont into Glacier 
Bay, among the icebergs, early in tho 
day, 
and anchored within half a mile of 


the face of the glacier. 
All our parly 


then wont on shore, spending the entire 
day on this stupendous river of ico. As 
wo ga/XHl upon it, our mouths were 
closed and our tongues wore silent, for 
wo were dumb with astonishment, while 
that great ice slido dragged slowly on 
its dreary way, at the probable rate of a 
quarter of a mile per year. Af the face, 
or front, it presents a perpendicular 
wall of ice live hundred feet thick, and 
varies from three to ten miles in width, 
extending back to tho north probably one 
hundred and fifty miles. 
Hundreds of 


tons of ice are falling off the face of this 
great glacier every row minutes into the 
bay, 
sploshing tho water more than fifty 


feet high aricl rolling up waves that 
tossed our ship like a small toy boat. 
A* the great icebergs fall off into the 
water below, which is twenty-two fath- 
oms deep, sharp report* like the dis- 
charge of heavy artillery are constantly 
heard. This is caused by the splitting 
up of the enormous ice fields above. The 
appearance of the ice, the most pure in 
the world, is dazzling to the eve, all the 
tints of blue, from the most delicate to 
the deepest indigo, being represented. 
Tup top surface abounds with little hill- 
ocks and miniature mountains of ice. 
Great areas of earth, gravel, and largo 
rooks tho size of a house are carried on 
tho top of these ice lields from place to 
place as this great flow, more than a 
thousand feet deep of solid ice, wends 
its weary way. This brief description 
does not naif tell the story, and yet this 
is only one of the many glaciers we saw. 
Our partv, many of them old tourists, 
unite in saying that Lake George, Hud- 
Bon River, Niagara Falls, Yellowstone 
Park, and all tho rest of the American 
scenery together is put into tho shade in 
comparison with that of Alaska."

of. tlio horso. 
Some days 
ago a 


horso with n short toil was discovered 
on tho streets, and it was further dis- 
covered upon examination that the 
ntamp was raw, a surgical operation 
having been performed. The docking 
of horses Is practiced because it adda to 
their looks—or is supposed to—and to 
their value. The average owner who 
is i senseless enough to have this done, 
entrusts his animal to a veterinary 
butcher, until the wound i« healed, and 
nover knows how much tho horse suf- 
fers. In this instance tbo officers of the 
Humane Society wore apprised of tho 
cruelty, nnd tracing up the horso and 
the operator, arrested the latter. In 
tho meantime they sought the advice of 
Honio of tiie veterinarians, all of whom 
ufflrmett that it was extreme cruelty 
to (look n horse, and some said it was 
positively injurious. 
'i'he docking of horses is a species of 


cruelty that should be punished heavily. 
It is the strangest thing in the world 
that any man can be induced to consent 
to do such work. The horse is such a 
noble animal that it appeals strongly 
for kind treatment. Unfortunately the 
nppoal is not always heard. Men dock, 
clip, overwork, indifferently care for 
nnd generally abuse the best of our do- 
mestic animals. Tho very value of tho 
horse would seem to be enough to in- 
sure oa gentle treatment of it as a man 
would givo to his watch. In tho mat- 
tor of docking.somo afllrm that It is a 
cause of weakness to tho back. It may 
bo concluded that whatever Is opposed 
to nature is wrong and hurtful. If tho 
Creator had not deemed the ears and 
tail of the animal useful nature would 
not havo provided them. They are not 
ornaments, but are useful. And when 
men permit taste and fashion to lead 
them into such cruelty as docking 
horses, or cutting the oars off dogs and 
cats, 
thoy givo very good ovidenco 


that tho whipping post was abolished 
before our civilization was done with its 
use. 
Such people have not only mor'ii.l 


tastes, but they uro disgusting egotists. 
As one writer puts it, to their notion 
tho Creator has mado nothing just right, 
nothing to suit their choice at any rate. 
Their morbid fancy can suggest im- 
provements upoa tho most 
perfect. 


Hpocimens of nature's handiwork; and 
thus they arc continually torturing the 
poor animals which are so unfortunate 
us to full into their hands. 


Those who havo nover seen this pro- 


cess ol docking need not bo told that 
the cruelty is very groat. After tho tail 
has boon cut off, 
thoro is a great gash 


cut in what remains, nnd tho tail is 
drawn up and buck, so that it may heal 
iu such a way as to throw the tail up. 
It is an awful sight. One can realize to 
s«mo extent what tho pain would be if 
lie imagines a wound in his own flesh 
stretched and kept open to its utmost 
limit. Such treatment, of course, in- 
rrnasos the inflammation, and to think 
tlmt tho poor suffering animal must 
boar this for two or three weeks is sim- 
ply horrible. Fortunately tho custom 
has fallen into disuse as compared to 
what it once was. Still tho custom is 
not svholly obsolete, as wo have seen. 
With reference to such crimes the law 
is not generally severe enough. 
The 


grunt dHllculty with medical practition- 
ers of nil kinds, is that their feelings 
become calloused, and wo are Inclined 
to think that that is more tho case with 
vctiirimmanH than with other classes. 
Their patients Imvo no language to use 
m remonstrance to brutality practiced, 
and honco tho way to the practice of 
extreme cruelty is little obstructed. 
But the owners of tho animals ought to 
have heart enough and pecuniary inter- 
est enough to protect them from abuse.

Tho Air-Tight Stove. 


Sonio tliirty-fivo years ago the air- 


tight heating stovo, constructed of a 
cast-iron base and top, Jwliilo tho boily 
of tho stovo was made of shoot-iron, was 
introduced, and was for a long time a 
general favorite. It was an excellent 
hector. A liro iu it was easily kindled, 
nnd it was continued while any fuel re- 
mained. Tho combustion of fuel and 
tho degree of hort was very cosily regu- 
lated by opening and shutting tho draft 
in front. A tiro ready to start up at 
any time could bo kept in it all night by 
tightly closing the door and the open- 
ing in front. Tho stove occupied but 
little space, and was very cleanly. 
It 


wius tho most economical stovo ever in- 
vented, and was one of those specially 
good tilings for which a patent was 
not obtained. It was designed for burn- 
ing wood, btit roots, small stumps, and 
lurgo pieces of wood that could not b© 
readily split would burn in it without 
dllliciilty. The only objections to the 
stovo was its want of cheerful appear- 
unco. 
Tho plajful blazo nnd bright 


burning coals could not be seen. As 
coal gradually took [the placo of wood 
us a fuel for heating-stoves the air-tight 
dtovo was discarded. 
At present its 


place is generally occupied by tho "rad- 
iant burner," iv hard-coal stovo con- 
.stnictcd w ,111 a view of giving a cheer- 
ful appearance at a groat cost in tho 
matter of furl and at much discomfort 
to tho occupants of the room. Tho old 
air-tight stovo can bo restored to many 
houses to great advantage. It will ren- 
der rooms comfortable at very small 
cost. In many places thoro is consid- 
erable wood that cannot bo prepared 
for kindling but which can be burned 
in an air-tight stove to excellent advan- 
tage. Tho trunks of many trees can 
not bn prepared for burning in a cook- 
ing-stovo without much labor, but they 
can bo put in an air-tight stovo by re- 
moving tho top, nnd will burn as well 
ns if they wero split in small pioces. 
'(Villow and poplar wood burns well In 
,boso stoves. — (Jhicago Times.
